the necessity of abandoning his 
post, and leaving. behind him a 
number of sick and wounded. 
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The evacuation of Camden, with 
the vigilance of general Greene and 
the several officers he emploved, 
eave a new complexion to affairs 
in South Carolin a, where the Bri- 
tish ascendancy declined more ra- 
pidlv, than it had been established. 
The numerous forts garrisoned by 
the enemy, fell, one after the other, 
into the liagds ot the Ameri- 

‘ans. Orangeburg, Motte, Watson,

on of the American army, when 























in the grasp of victory, to be obli- 
ged to expose themselves to ah: 
zardous assault, and atterwards to 
abandon the stege; when they 
were nearly masters of the whole 
country, to be compelled to retreat 
to its extremity ; alter subduiny 
the preatest part ét the Rirce sent 
against them, to be under the ne- 
cessity of encounterin 84 still 9 rreater 
reinforcements, when their remote 
situation precluded them trom the 
hope of receiving a ‘single recruit. 
In this gloomy situation, there 
were not wanting persons, who ad- 
vised gen. Greene to leave the 
state, and retire with his remain- 
ing forces to Vi irginia. To argu- 
ments and suggestions of this kind, 

he nobly replied— “ TJ will recover 
the country or die in the attempt.” 
This disti inguished ofucer whose 
genius Was most vigorous in those 
extremitics, when feeble minds 
abandon themselves to despair, a- 
cdopted the only resource, now left 
ey of avoiding an engagement, 
until the British should be di- 
vided. 

Tt was onthe 20th June, that 
the American army crossed the Sa- 
luda, on their way to Broad river, 
and they reached the Enoree on 
the 24th. Thus far Lord Rawdon 
pursued them; when, finding it 
impossible to overtake them, he 
faced about, and returned ; ; as he 
consoled himself with the appre- 
hension that they were gone to 
North-Carolina or Virginia. But 
they halted and refreshed them- 
selves, near the Cross-roads, tll 
general Greene was informed that 
his lordship, with abeut half his 
army, was marching to the Conga- 
ree. Upon this, ‘the American 
invalids and heavy baggage, filed 
off towards Camden, and all the

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Wynsborourh, te megt his lordship 
at fort Granby. ‘Lhe cavalry was 
previously detached to watch his

than in America. We had our- 
selves contributed to gather the lau- 
rel with which she was crown’d, 
and to entwine the wreath which 
encircled her brow. 

Inthis state of things,a claim 
was advanced, which we believed, 
conscientiously believed, to be in- 
compatible with our liberties, and 
subversive of our rights. A few 
gloomy years of irritating alterca- 
tion demonstrated that this claim, 
nowever unrighteous must be sub- 
mitted to, or repelled by the sword. 
Such had been the connections, be- 
tween the mother country and her
